“ But I am to o o ld to chang e my belief that the United 
States is the last best ho pe o f earth, and if we hav e no t 
much g ro und fo r ho pe, it may be a univ ersal pheno m­ 
eno n, no t merely the fault o f the Americans, who hav e 
as many faults as o ther peo ple but po ssibly no mo re. 
“ At any rate, reflecting o n the y ears I hav e spent in 
the United States (I hav e been in ev ery state ex cept 
Arkansas and Alaska, and I pro po se to v isit Alaska 
as so o n as I can), I am no t falling back o n dramatic 
despair, as Americans tend to do .

Fro m Stanfo rd Univ ersity o n the Pacific to Co lumbia 
o n the Atlantic, the ro le o f the univ ersity in 1 9 70 may be 
much firmer than in the past, sho uld there be student 
co nfro ntatio ns in the current scho o l y ear. Univ ersity o ffi­ 
cials are taking their stand behind President Nix o n’s to ug h 
Kansas State denunciatio n o f militant student activ ists. 
No one is asking fo r a test, but if it co mes, the uni­ 
versities are not likely to shrink fro m fo rce to turn back 
the forces of disruption 
that plag ued them in the last 
academic y ear. So far, militants hav e been heeding the 
new' mood by talking lo udly but “ dig g ing ” the warning s 
that disruption 
will bring ex pulsio n—no t, as last y ear, 
conciliation and ev en surrender. 
The summer v acatio n may hav e g iv en the activ ists 
time to develop new tactics, but it also enabled the larg e 
majority of college students to take a new lo o k at their 
reason for attendance, 
and the waste they were making 
of their educational o ppo rtunities. 
Students also are feeling 
the squeeze o n g rants bo th 
from the federal government, the 
fo undatio ns, and their 
disapproving parents’ po cketbo o ks. This po cketbo o k hurt 
is beginning to be effective. 
It may be too soon for optimism, but at least as o f the 
opening of the new term, the mo o d is chang ing , ho pefully 
for the better.

Nix on

distributed an article by Dr. 
Sidney 
Hook. 
Professor

University , which is adapted 
from a statement the latter 
made before the President's 
c o m m i s s i o n on campus 
disorders. The mere fact that 
the 
President 
sent 
the 
document, with a letter, to 
educators, 
and 
college 
and 
university 
presidents 
and 
t r u s t e e s 
throughout 
the 
country indicates clearly that 
it has his endorsement. Mr. 
Nix on say s frankly that he 
believes the academic com­ 
munity itself must fulfill the 
primary task of maintaining 
l order on the campus. 
Dr. 
I Hook's 
proposals 
can 
be 
I summarized as follows: 
First, an assembly should 
be 
convened 
of 
the 
con- 
s t i t u t e n t bodies of 
the 
u n i v e r s i t y community — 
faculty , 
students 
and 
ad­ 
ministrators 
— 
or 
their 
representatives. 
Principles 
should be drafted to serve as 
guidelines 
affecting 
the 
ex ­ 
pression of dissent. Specific 
rules should spell our clearly 
the kinds of behavior that are 
regarded as violations of the 
limits of “ legitimate dissent.” 
Second,

discipline committee, and its 


procedures 
for 
conducting

Punishment

those found guilty of violence

particular

university . He say s: 
“ Different ex tremist group 
vie with each other in making 
all sorts of demands on the 
University under the threat of 
tearing the university apart.

Hoodlums

m urder for money , he found, 
aren’t 
above 
cheating 
the 
housewives. 
Magnuson hired one of the 
sharpest 
sleuths on 
Capitol 
Hill. Don Gray , 35. to map 
out 
the 
investigation. 
The 
ferret faced Gray has holed 
up in a private Library of 
Congress office to write his 
recommendations. 
Calls to him elicited only 
a muttered concession that he 
is doing “ research.” However, 
this column has learned that

Magnuson 
investigation 
will concentrate at first on the

If you remember when flying 
glass brought many injuries in 
automobile accidents, when all 
car glass was flat, or when no 
car had tinted glass, don't auto 
m atieally classify 
yourself as 
an old fogey. 
It was only 40 years ago that 
safety glass started becoming 
ar accepted part of motoring.

World W ar II that cars started 
having most of the glass styling 
and comfort features taken for 
granted today.

Falals

By Defects 


Tf you have been ignoring an 
annoying 
“cluck cluck cluck’’ 
from the front of your car or 
delaying replacehient of a bald 
tire, you should know about a 
most unusual study just com­ 
pleted by the California High­ 
way 
Patrol. 
Their 
report 
reveals the extent of relation- 
s h i p 
between 
mechanical 
defects and highway fatalities. 
In a detaited study of 409 fatal 
single vehicle accidents. 29 per 
cent of the vehicles involved 
had one or more mechanical 
defects. Two out of three of 
these defects either caused the 
accident or contributed to it. 
In 6.4 per cent of the ac- 
c i d e n t s 
investigated, 
a 
mechanical 
deficiency 
was 
directly responsible. 
The two year study discloses 
172 faulty mechanical systems 
in 
119 
vehicles. 
The 
most 
commonly 
observed 
problems 
w^re in braking system s, ac­ 
counting for 35 per cent of all 
defects 
found. 
Next 
were 
steering system defects at 26 
per cent, 
with 
tires 
ranking 
third at 21 per cent. Additional 
factors, 
lumped 
together 
as 
miscellaneous 
(lighting, 
shock 
absorbers, 
exhaust 
systems, 
windshield wipers and others) 
accounted for 18 per cent. 
The Car Care Council, noting 
that nearly all reported defects 
were attributed to wear and 
lack of maintenance rather than 
design 
and 
assembly 
flaws, 
offers advice to owners of cars 
which are not normally sub 
jected to the rigors of a hard, 
fast, journey: before taking that 
car on the highway for a trip 
of 
long 
duration, 
have 
it 
thoroughly checked 
over. 
In 
vestigate the source of ominous 
sounds, 
vibrations 
or 
other 
symptoms that could be har­ 
bingers of serious trouble under 
the 
stress 
of 
sustained 
high 
speed driving. 
One accident reported by the 
California researchers involved 
a vehicle whose engine locked 
up when, at high speed on a 
freeway. 
a 
connecting 
rod 
broke. The vehicle went out of 
control, hit a guard rail and 
struck a bridge abutment. The 
driver \va% killed. 
The Council points out that 
the owner probably had been 
aware of the condition of his 
engine long before the incident 
occurred. This likelihood also 
exists in other cases reported 
by 
the 
California 
Highway 
Patrol, where a loose steering 
part, 
a 
thumping 
tire 
or 
marginal brakes signaled their 
pending failure before 
giving 
way under the strain of freeway 
speeds. 
For this reason the Car Care 
C o u n c i l 
emphasizes 
that 
motorists should be alert for 
symptoms of trouble, arrange 
to have them checked out and 
see to it that deficiencies are 
taken care of. Under no cir 
eumstances 
should 
a 
driver 
continue on at high speed when 
trouble 
seems 
apparent,

I^ack of foresight and good 
judgment are also evident in 
the actions of the driver who 
legally parks his vehicle close

recognize the development of 
potential hazards and

seek a safer alternative to the 
acceptance of a known risk. 
Driver Responsible on Turns 


Right and left turns aren’t 
made safe by shoving your arm 
out of the car window or flip 
ping on some electrical gadget 
to advertise your intentions. The 
driver is responsible for making 
turn maneuvers safely by when 
and how he positions his car 
or truck in making the turn, 
warns the Institute for Safer 
Living. 
The 
use 
of 
signals 
is 
a 
reasonable and legally essential 
requirement 
of 
all 
turning 
maneuvers. 
Unfortunately, 
however, in some cases such 
signals 
are 
not 
sufficiently 
conspicuous to attract attention. | 
while in others the flashing of
